Subject. —Irnport of crude drugs for Ayurvedic and Unani medicines by actual 
users for the period April 1070—March 1971. 

No. 91-ITC(PN)/10. —Attention is invited to the provision contained in para 
4(li) of Appendix 18 to the Import Trade Control Policy (Red Book-Vcl. I) for the 
period April 1970-March 1971 which provides for import of raw materials by actual 
users engaged in the manufacture of Ayurvedic and Unani medicines. 

2. It has been decided that actual users manufacturing Ayurvedic and Unani 
medicines will be allowed to import crude drugs for the period April 1970-March 
1971 in the manner indicated below: — 

(i) Import of crude drugs specified in Annexure I to this Public Notice will 
be allowed without any face value restriction. 
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(li) Import of crude drugs specified under Group ‘A’ in Annexure II to this 
Public Notice will be allowed upto 10 per cent of the face value of 

licence of Rs. 5,000 whichever is less. This value limit will be 

applicable to each item separately. 

(iii) Import of crude drugs specified under Group ‘B’ in Annexure II to this 
Public Notice will be allowed upto 5 per cent of the face value of 

licence or Rs. 2,500 whichever is less. This value limit will be 

applicable to each item separately.
